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Belfonte’s Israel Visit 
like Ticker-Tape Parade

JERUSALEM (P-O)—The He- 
brew spirit of his Jewish grand- 
father seemed to burst forth in 
proud splendor as Harry Bela- 
fonte, the noted American Negro 
singer, visited Israel and took it 
to his heart. 

Israel took him to its heart 
no less fervently. Everywhere he 
went, crowds followed, cheering 
the happy guest, jostling to get 
his autograph, listening in rap- 
turous silence to his impromptu 
singing, applauding his skilful 
Hebrew accent, blocking traffic 
just to get a look at him or to 
touch him or to shower him with 
flowers. 

A Bedouin Sheik’s son, whose 
hospitality he enjoyed one after- 
noon, rode out of his desert home 
and into Tel Aviv, for the first 
time in his life, to hear Bela- 
fonte’s concert at the Frederic 
Mann Auditorium. People trav- 
eled scores of miles to attend the 
concert, Some got out of hos- 
pitals for that single purpose and 
others went into hospitals for 
treatment after being nearly 
crushed in the crowds. 

Harry’s chief joy was derived 
from his visit to a Kibbutz. Ac- 
companied by his wife, the for- 
mer Julie Robinson, a Jewess; 
her parents and his three year 
old son, David Michael Belafonte, 
the singer captivated the mem- 
bers of Kibbutz Lahav with his 
charm, his grace, his skill as an 
artist and his deep personal sym- 
pathy for the life they were build- 
ing in the new Jewish State. 

“Tl sing a song for you,” he 
told them. “It’s your song. I may 
not pronounce the words correct- 
ly and I may not do the melody 
justice but I feel that the mean- 
ing of these words come to life 
right here in this Kibbutz.” 

He went on to sing, without 
accompaniment, yet with a flaw: 
less Hebrew accent and with a 
Sense of a tear in his voice, the 
Popular “Hinei Ma Tov” (How 
Good It Is For Brothers to Dwell 
in Togetherness.) 

“In the United States,” he said, 
“with all of our material stand- 
ards, we do not know of life 
Shared in such a way. Being part 
of a colored minority group, I 
Cannot avoid being aware all the 
time of the evil of the concept 
of white supremacy and of a lack 
of moral consciousness. Here, 
now, I find things and values for 
which I should like to be a good 
will ambassador. I very much 
appreciate the opportunity to see 
and listen and at least for a 
9 while, to participate in your 

e ”

Belafonte pointed out that he 
is emotionally involved with the 
Jews, their struggles and their 
culture. 

“My grandfather, he said, “was 
French and half Jewish. My wife 
and my in-laws are Jewish. Per- 
forming here in Israel is going 
to be the greatest single chal- 
lenge to me because of the keen 
awareness which the Jews have 
acquired through being persecut- 
ed so much. I shall be singing to 
the masses, more so than ever 
before, and if I succeed in pre- 
senting my art in Israel, in con- 
veying all its meaning, then I 
shall have come a long way to- 
ward fulfillment.” 

An incident characteristic of 
Harry’s trip to Israel was con- 
nected with a four year old boy 
named David, born and living in 
a Kibbutz in Galilee within sight 
of Nazareth. David, who knows 
the whole of Belafonte’s reper- 
toire from records, some of the 
songs by heart, had asked his 
parents to write to Harry and 
invite him to his birthday party 
last year. Little David got a pic- 
ture in return although Bela- 
fonte could not make the party. 
On the present trip however, 
Harry invited David and his par- 
ents, to a Belafonte concert in 
Haifa. On the way down, Harry 
stopped at the Kibbutz to meet 
David and his family. The first 
encore at the Haifa concert was 
dedicated to David. 





Bonn Knew Eichmann 
Hiding Place in 1957 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — 
West German Government Ra 
where Adolf Eichmann was hid- 
ing in 1957 but balked at arrest- 
ing him because of fears that 
he might “spill the beans” and 


identify “higher ups” in the 
Bonn regime as former Nazis 
with unsavory records. 


This charge was leveled at the 
West German authorities by Joel 
Brand, an Israel newsman, who

aided in the search for Eichmann 
and may appear as a witness at 
his trial in Israel in the spring. 


Brand told a news conference 
in Cologne, Germany, that he 
talked with a senior official in 
the Bonn regime three years ago 
who told him that “we know 
Eichmann’s address.” 


The official, declared Brand, 
refused to disclose the address 
and would not say, after Eich- 
mann’s capture in Argentina, 
whether it was the same address 
that the Nazi mass murderer 
gave to his captors at that time. 


However, from the way the of- 
ficial talked in 1957, said Brand, 
he is convinced the man had the 
correct address of Eichmann. 
The Bonn Government could 
have acted at that time to take 
the Nazi killer into custody, de- 
clared Brand. 

“When I persisted in my at- 
tempts to get the Eichmann ad- 
dress from him,” said the news- 
man, “he said that if I got it, 
I might start a fuss to bring 
about the arrest of Eichmann.” 


West German Prosecutor Fritz 
Bauer labeled Brand’s accusa- 
tions “nonsense” and said the 
West German authorities did not 
know Ejichmann’s whereabouts 
until he was captured by Israeli 
agents on the streets of Buenos 
Aires.

cial to whom he talked three 
years ago and Bauer should get 
together and agree on their 
story, 


In answer to a question by 
correspondents seeking his view, 
on the whereabouts of Martin 
Bormann, Hitler’s private secre- 
tary, Brand replied that in his 
opinion Bormann was still alive 
but that if he was to be cap- 
tured, Israeli agents would have 
to do the job. 


Brand said he had seen a Span- 
ish passport by Bormann in 
South America. Bormann’s dou- 
ble was arrested several weeks 
ago in the Argentine but was re- 
leased when investigation dis» 
closed that the suspect was a 
German named Walter Flegel 
who had been living in Argen- 
tina since 1932, 


The possibility of “trouble” .be- 
tween Eichmann and his attor- 
ney, Dr. Robert Servatius of 
Cologne, was seen when the law- 
yer reportedly complained after 
his last conference with the mass 
killer in the fortress-prison 
where he is confined outside Hai- 
fa, that Eichmann was not “CO- 
operating with him.” 

One point of difference between 
the two men, according to the 
correspondent of the Israeli daily. 
Maariv, is that Hichmann insists 
on “acknowledging,” when he 
gets into court, the confessions 
he has already given his captors 
regarding his Nazi past. Serva- 
tius wants him to claim the con- 
fessions were “forced” from him 
under conditions of duress, 


The Israeli Bar, which has 
ruled that Dr. Servatius may en- 
gage an Israeli lawyer to advise 
him on points of Israel law in 
connection with the forthcoming 
Eichmann trial, has nevertheless 
refused to appoint any of its 
members to fulfill such an as- 
signment, Dr. Servatius, the bar 
association said, will have to dig 
up his own legal aide. 


An interesting sidelight on the 
Eichmann case is the presence of 
“treasure hunters” in the vicinity 
of Lake Toplitz in the Austrian 
Alps where Eichmann is sup- 
posed to have hidden money, gold 
and precious stones. 


According to report, these 
treasure seekers have been joined 
recently by Israeli agents whose 
interest is not in sunken jewels 
but in documents, reportedly 
cached in receptacles sunk in the 
lake, which list fabulously large 
accounts deposited in banks in 
neutral countries by Nazis dur- 
ing the last months of the war. 


Much of the money in these 
secret accounts, says Israeli 


spokesmen, was stolen from Eu-

Jewish Partner in Mixed Marriage 
Describes Barbs of Prejudice —

I live on a fence — straddled, 
sometimes precariously, right 
smack across the top. I’ve lived 
here for 12 years. You see both 
sides of a road when you’re up 
on a fence, things you never 
could from ground level. It’s an 
amazing view and often all too 
clear.. 

I’ve always been aware of prej- 
udice, baseless hatred and all the 
outward signs of bigotry. I nad 
read and heard about them. 
Never had I experienced them. 

I haven’t lived a sheltered iife. 
I’m a New Yorker. I went to col- 
lege in the city. 1 was a public re- 
lations writer and later a news- 
paper reporter..I had frieads and 
acquaintances of all religions. 
They knew what I was. I knew 
what they were. Period. No ex- 
clamation point. We got along 
I had never heard one of these 
people say any of the things I 
had read about. 

Twelve years ago I married 
out of my faith. It’s a happy 
marriage. I neither condone nor 
condemn inter-marriage. It is 
something that happens. It is 
up to the individuals involved to 
make it work. Make no mistake 
though—you live on a fence. 

My name }s Ianniello, I am a 
Jew. I live in a religiously mixed 
neighborhood of a suburban 
town. What casual acquaintance 
could possibly think I am a Jew 
unless I say so? 

I have Jewish friends and 
Christian friends. My Jewish 
friends recommended me to a 
local doctor. I noticed a diploma 
in his office from the medical 
eollege of the same univers.ty 
1 had attended. Because I knew 
he was originally from the South, 
I said, “Oh, you went to New 
York University, too.” The doc- 
tor, respected in my community 
as a professional man and a 
worthwhile person, laughed un- 
til he shook. He recalled his col- 
lege days and what he and his 
friends used to do to “all the 
kike internes.” That doctor was 
the sharpest picket on my fence. 
He hurt the most. I never went 
back to him and for the fiist 
time in my life I deliberately 
sought a doctor with a Jewish- 
sounding name. (After four years 
and two babies, I discovered tnat 
my Jewish doctor, married to a 
Christian, was a converted Epis- 
copalian! He has his Pickets, too.) 

A pipe broke under the sink in 
my kitchen and I called a plumb- 
er. Two hours and a lot of water 
later, the pipe was replaced. 

“Sorry I made such a mess,” 
the plumber said. “Give me a 
rag and I'll clean the floor.” 

I watched him, down on his 
kness, slowly moving the muddy 
dirt around in a circle until it 
dried. While he worked he told 
me about replacing all the pipes 
in a big house on the other side 
of town. 

“That was really a mess,” he 
said. “I never even cleaned it 
up. I do lots of work for Hel:es 
but I sure as hell don’t clean 
their floor.”

ing plumber as he happily tried 
to clean my floor. The picket 
hurt. 

What do you do when your 
Negro day worker stops vacuum- 
ing your floor to ask: “Do you 
like Jews?” 

You think, here it comes again. 
What did we do now? 

“I quit my Tuesday job,” she 
said. “That lady spent all my 
lunch time talking about Jews 
moving near her. She can’t stand 
Jews no how.” 

I looked at her. She had been 
working since she was 10. She 
wrote messages in an illegible 
scrawl. She read newspaper head- 
lines and looked at pictures. she 
cleaned a house a day and Stag- 
gered with fatigue back to her 
cubicle in a crowded boarding 
house. What was she going to 
say? 

“I quit that lady. I figure if 
she can’t stand Jews that much 
- - - She must really hate me!” 

The vacuum hummed again, 
this time, I did, too. 

A delivery man rang my bell 
to hand me a package. It was 
an August day and he fanned 
himself with his hat. I live a few 
miles from a beach resort that is 
almost 90 per cent Jewish in 
population. 

“Whew,” he said, “Sure is hot. 
I wish I had the Jew-town 
route.” 

Another picket. Not too pointed. 

A friend of a friend enthusias- 
tically discussed his last fishing 
trip. It was great. He had a mar- 
velous time. 

“And then those kikes had to 
show up.” 

“How could you tell what they 
were ” I asked. 

“Are you kidding? I can spot 
a kike a mile away,” he shouted 
in my face. 

It was the last hour of a se- 
ries of driving lessons and my 
instructor suddenly laughed and 
slapped his thigh. I was still 
crawling along at 15 miles an 
hour so it couldn’t have been 
anything I had done. 

“Look at that ‘mutsa crista,’” 
it sounded like he said. 

All I saw was a heavy set man 
wearing Bermuda shorts. 

“What's that?” I asked. 

“Don’t you talk Italian? That’s 
what I call them—Christ killers.” 

How do you keep from explod- 
ing? A Jewish friend of mine 
wants to know. 

I’ve never “exploded.” I hope I 
never do. When I answer, it’s 
slowly, quietly. I am fascinated 
by the faces of these haters off 
my people. 

The doctor dropped his stetho- 
scope and actually sttttered. “ . 
but you don’t look Jewish. You’re 
a finer type.” 

“Then all my family and 
friends are finer types, too,” I 
said. 

The plumber held his rag in 
mid-air, too paralyzed to move. 

“Gee, I was just kidding,” he 





finally said. “I figure people 


want me to talk like that. Gee— 
most of my customers are Jew- 
ish people.” 

Not “Hebes” this time, mind 
you. He said “Jewish people.” 

The cleaning woman didn't 
even hear me over the noise of 
the vacuum. 

The delivery man_ probably 
went on envying his buddies who 
worked in the next town. 

The fisherman was a joy to be- 
hold. His jaw dropped open. 
When he got it back into posi- 
tion again, he made no apology. 

“All my life I thought I could 
tell a Jew a mile away,” he said. 
“,.. all my life I said that. .” 

The driving instructor posed a 
different problem. That lesson 
was paid for and I intended get- 
ting the most out of it. But when 
it was over and when he nad 
wished me well and I was out of 
his car and on my own sidewalk, 
I could no longer remain silent. 

“There’s one thing you ought 
to know,” I said casually. “We 
didn’t kill Christ. The Romans 
did.” 

Poor man. He certainly should 
have known you don’t start a 
car in reverse, 

I sit on my fence and look 
about me. [ see a rash of swasti- 
kas dirtying the American scene. 
And then I read statements made 
by religious leaders, statesmen 
and responsible citizens all over 
the world. From Roman Cathulic 
Pope to Methodist neighbor the 
comment is the same. 

“Anti-Semitism is anti-Christian 
heresy.” 

“Prejudice and discrimination 
affect not only Jews but the en- 
tire democratic way of life.” 

I watch and listen to the po- 
litical campaigns. I rejoice that 
both parties have seen fit to in- 
clude strong civil rights issues 
in their planks. 

Legal actions, education, hard 
work by such groups as the Anti- 
Defamation League and other 
forces fighting for civil rights 
and liberties have shown results. 
The baby steps have become gi- 
ant steps. 

My Negro day worker, who 
must feel the hurt of prejudice 
many times, voiced it so simply. 
If they hate you, they hate me, 
too. 

We will unite as people. All the 
pickets on that fence of mine 
cannot fall at once They go slow- 
ly, one here, one there, now a 
few at a time. 

The fence is getting weaker. 
It rocks and sways. It will fall.

U.S. President John Adams 
Spoke Out for Jewish State 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — Since 
1880 a total of 14,400 American 
Jews have come to Israel. The 
first agricultural colony estab- 
lished here by American Jewry 
was organized in 1847; the sec- 
ond, in 1870, was built along 
strictly communal lines with 
common ownership of land and 
absolute equality among all in- 
habitants of the settlement. 

The story of “Aliya from the 
United States,” compiled from a 
voluminous mass of documents 
by Pinhas Lapide of the Informa- 
tion Department of the Foreign 
Ministry, will be published in 
book form by the Jewish Agency. 

An interesting fact disclosed 
by Lapide is that the first Amer- 
ican Consul to Jerusalem — War- 
der Cresson — in 1844 adopted 
Judaism and also the Jewish 
name of Michael Boaz Israel. 

It was he whe founded the 
first Jewish agricultural colony 
near Jerusalem in 1847 which 
flourished and had a member- 
ship of 200 by 1860, most of them 
Americans of the Christian faith, 
who were converted to Judaism 
before leaving the U. S. or short- 
ly after their arrival. 

The real story of American 
Jewry’s interest in the Jewish 
Holy Land, according to Lapide, 
dates back to 1818, when Major 
Mordecai Noah of the U. S. Army 
received the active support of 
President John Adams in the pro- 
mulgation of Zionism. 

In a letter to Major Noah, 
President Adams declared that 
he favored a resurgent Judea 
so that the Jewish people might 
have a nation of their own where 
they would be independent and 
“no longer persecuted.” 

The farm colony established 
along communal lines in 1870 





by Simon Berman, a Pole, who 
had spent 18 years farming in 
America’s “Wild West,” met with 
opposition frem the old Jewish 
community of Jerusalem which 
according to Lapide, was living 
off Haluka and feared that the 
new experiment might prove a 
dangerous competitor and rob 
them of financial support ang 
world sympathy. 

In his book, “Simon’s Wander. 
ings,” published in 1874, Berman 
wrote: “I am fighting God’s war 
and am speaking for an im. 
poverished people. With Guus 
help I have a good knowledge 
of agriculture and I Cast aside 
all my successes and pleasures 
of this world in America and I 
made a great expenditure and I 
came here and I found a broad 
land and no one to work it prop- 
erly. When I began to engage 
in the affair, I found enemies 
among Our own sons of Israel 
and 1 saw that this is where its 
destroyers come from. I have not 
asked and I will not ask to touch 
their haluka. There is no time 
to delay or be lazy.” 

According to Lapide’s survey, 
the number of American immi- 
grants to Jerusalem jumped dra- 
matically whenever war hit the 
country. This was true of the 
Jewish Legion during World War 
I and of Mahal Volunteers in 
1948. The American rate of im- 
migration has been the highest 
from the free countries, Lapide 
declared. 

By contrast he cites the rate 
of Jewish immigration from Ger- 
many between the years 1924 
and 1931 when it averaged 83 
persons a year. With the advent 
of Hitler, it rose to an average 
of 4,500 a year from 1932 to 
1940, 





HOODLUMS ATTACK JEWS, 


RABBI BEATEN,

The ordinarily quiet Brooklyn 
residential area of Crown 
Heights, has been stirred by a 
flock of consistent brutal attacks 
upon ultra Orthodox Jews. This 
area, with a vast number of Has- 
sidic Jews, second only to famed 
Williamsburgh, has seen more 
brutality during the last few 
weeks than ever before. In all 
cases, the attackers were young 
Negroes. 

It all began, when on a Friday 
night, while returning from the 
Lubavitcher shui at 770 Eastern 
Parkway, Rabbi Joshua Korf 
was attacked by two youths and 
slashed on the face. Both per- 
petrators were apprehended min- 
utes after the attack. Rabbi Korf, 
badly cut and bleeding, refused 
ambulance service because of the 
Sabbath and walked quite a dis- 
tance to Kings County Hospital 
for emergency assistance. This 
attack took place on Kingston 
Avenue, corner of Carrol Street. 
Rabbi Korf’s assailants are being 
held on $9,000 bail, awaiting trial, 
scheduled for early next month. 

Two days later, another youth 
tried to assault 26-year-old Reu- 
ven Poris. Reuven, a 200-pound, 
red bearded Hassid, was in no 
mood to be attacked and re- 
sponded with a straight upper- 
cut, knocking the would-be assail- 
ant to the ground. He carried 
the astonished vandal to the Ppo- 
lice station and deposited him 
there. When urged to press 
charges, Reuven ‘refused, stating

that the “poor fellow had 
enough.” 

Less fortunate, however, was 
Rabbi Yitzchok Hurgin, an Israeli 
visiting here. He and another 
companion were attacked on 
Eastern Parkway near Troy 
Avenue and after a vicious beat- 
ing managed to escape. Another 
victim of these attacks was Is- 
rael Friedman, who was assailed 
on Eastern Parkway near Kings 
ton Avenue. Two Yeshiva boys 
attending the Bostoner Yeshiva 
on. President Street were at- 
tacked on their way to shul on 
Kingston Avenue at Montgomery 
Street. Both suffered minor 
bruises.

Other incidents have occurred 
but in many cases the victims 
choose to ignore and forget. “This 
is our main problem” stated 4 
policeman. “After we apprehend 
these criminals, their victims re 
fuse to press charges and we 
just have to let them go.” 

When querried about the re 
fusal to press charges, one of 
the victims replied that he feared 
reprisal. Others refused to dit 
cuss the matter, stating that it 
would worsen conditions. It is o»

represents a little grey Oasis, 
where the Old World spirit tin- 
gers.

They glory in the 
tender texture that derives from 
just the right amount of boiling 
in the bubblesome “kettle”...

Output averages about 70,000 
bagels a week, each one made by 
hand, each .one seemingly uni- 
form, but inevitable unique, al- 
though a skilled bagelmaker can 
make a 100 dozen in an hour, In 
fact, there isn’t a single machine- 
made bagel (“don’t even men- 
tion the word!”) in the whole of 
New York State. Baftled by the 
obduracy of an elderly bagel, the 
breakfaster may recall amid the 
pop-up toaster and the perking 
coffee pot and all the obedient 
contraptions. of this automated 
age, that the bagel at least is 
made today as it was made 250 
years ago, when it first saw the 
light in Eastern Europe. 

Inevitably, as Jews move out of 
the Lower East Side, local bagel 
consumption slumps. For the 
Puerto Ricans “go for heroes and 
white breads mainly” and are be- 
ing educated gradually towards 
better understanding and appre- 
ciation of the bagel. Yet, overall 
bagel production shows a definite 
uptrend, according to Morris Am- 
Ster, secretary of the Bagel Bak- 
ers Union, Bakery and Confec- 
tionery Workers’ International 
Union of America, Local 338. But 
while bagel-buttering is almost as 
popular among non-Jews as it is 
among Jews, the industry itself 
is 98 per cent in Jewish hands. 
And even Jews, admits Amsier, 
without explanation, find it dif- 
ficult to break into this tightly 
locked circle.

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Seeks 70 Million Converts 
To Judaism in U.S. Crusade 


By LEONARD LEADER 

LOS ANGELES (P-0)—There 
are 70,000,000 potential converts 
to Judaism in the United States 
according to Rabbi Moshe M. 
Maggal, president of the recently 
chartered National Jewish Infor- 
mation Service for the Propaga- 
tion of Judaism. In an exclusive 
interview with the POST and 
OPINION the Rabbi asserted 
that: “Conversion is the next 
burning issue in Judaism.” 


Furthermore, unlike other Jew- 
ish “information centers” — in- 
volved with non-Jews interested 
in Judaism, the Maggal group is 
interested in direct conversion. 


To better convey this differ- 

ence Rabbi Maggal said that they 
“will soon change the name to 
a more siginficant one for pro- 
selytizing.” 
. It is his opinion that the 70,- 
000,000 eligible for a new religion 
are those Americans listed as 
“unaffiliated” with a church. 
Thouzh he sees his first goal the 
winning of the “higher intellec- 
tual groups,” the Rabbi does not 
stop short on the American con- 
tinent—at a much later date Ju- 
daism will be brought to other 
parts of the world. 


Rabbi Maggal, Conservative, 
gave up his congregation in Can- 
oga Park, a Los Angeles County 
community, to devote as much 
time as possible to his mission- 
izing work. Serving as a chap- 
lain at a local Jewish memorial 
park, the Rabbi officiates at spe- 
cial holiday services and at re- 
ligious occasions. His main con- 
centration is the National Jewish 
Information Service, which was 
chartered under the laws of the 
state of California this past 
March. 


How successful? At a July 
meeting, the first open one, held 
in a local kosher restaurant, the 
Rabbi said some 50 persons were 
in attendance. He estimates cur- 
rent strength at “almost a couple 
of hundred.” 


It was a letter of the Rabbi in 
the March 7, 1960 issue of Time 
magazine that precipitated a still 
continuing flow of mail to his 
address. In criticism of an article 
by a minister calling for conver- 
sion of Jews, Rabbi Maggal ad- 
vocated the proselytizing of gen- 
tiles to Judaism. Response was 
world-wide according to the 
rabbi, 


“We receive an average of 20 
to 40 letters a week,” he said. 


With his home at 641232 West 
Olympic Blvd., in this city, as 
his office, the Rabbi, born in 
Hungary, and his energetic wife, 
Rachelle, born in New Hamp- 
shire, mother of two children, 
pour out answers and material 
to the inflowing letters. 


What started the Rabbi on his 
missionizing work? 

In 1952-54 as the only Rabbi in 
Montana he belonged to the state- 
wide Ministerial Association, Al- 
ways the target of questions on 
Judaism and its values, he soon 
was asked why he didn’t mission- 
ize for his religion. Then fol- 
lowed a period of deep study, 
which Rabbi Maggal stated, 
“took formal shape early this 
year.” 

A veteran of Israel’s War of 
Liberation (he lived in Palestine 
ané Israel from 1936 te 195), the

have doubts about his conversion 
work. 

“I know,” he says, “that for 
2,000 years it has not been tradi- 
tional, since the Exile. The Cath- 
olic Church had made it (con- 
version to Judaism) punishable 
by death.” 

“But before 2,000 years ago,” 
he insisted, “conversion was tra- 
ditional.” 

Rabbi Maggal presented quo- 
tations from the Talmud, stating 
that “Divine Purpose for the dis- 
persing of the Jews among the 
nations was to facilitate the pro- 
selyting of the gentiles” (Talmud 
Pesachim 87-B). 

Mass conversion did not exist, 
he said, but records are extant of 
Rabbis “crossing land and sea to 
make proselytes,” and Akiba, 
said Rabbi Maggal, “wanted to 
establish an academy in Rome 
to convert the Roman intelligent- 
sia to Judaism.” 

Many quotations and citations 
backing the conversion position 
were listed by the Rabbi, who 
expressed the belief that tradi- 
tion could no longer stand in the 
way. The birth of the state of 
Israel was described as in viola- 
tion of strict religious tradition, 
for Messiah has not yet come, but 
we hail the new country. 
“Why should we let tradition 
stop us now?”’ he asked. 

In sharp criticism of Rabbis, 
he pointed out that “many thous- 
ands of intermarriages take 
place, civil ones, in which both 
come to temples, and few insist 
that the non-Jewish member con- 
vert.” 

Judaism should not accept all 
who want to convert, as Chris- 
tianity does said the Rabbi. A 
selective procedure must reject 


love for Judaism.” 

He described many cases of 
persons seriously anxious to ac- 
cept Judaism. At the present 
time he has given individual in- 
struction to some Catholic young 
women, the mother of a convert- 
ed woman, and others, and cor- 
respondence lessons individually 
tailored for the particular appli- 
cants here and overseas, 

Will these converts remain? 

“IT believe,” said the Rabbi, 
“that the converted ones will be 
more Jewish in the real sense 
than those born Jewish.” 

Rabbi Maggal is full of plans 
to build a conversion-body known 
as a College for Jewish Ambas- 
sadors, a Correspondence Acade- 
my of Judaism, and pour out 
millions of pieces of printed pro- 
paganda for conversion to Juda- 
ism. 


of dollars for curing many dis- 
eases,” he notes. “Here we have 
a healthy idea. I’m sure that peo- 
ple will realize and assist us 
through donations.” 


It ‘s his belief that the future 
is bright for conversion. Judaism 
was described as the only effec- 
tive answer to Communism be- 
cause it is not against Capital- 
ism, while original Christianity 
is based on poverty and anti- 
Capitalism. 

“After all,” he said in conclu- 
sion, “ the pious Jew prays three 
times daily that the whole world 
should accept Judaism. It is not 
fair to dissuade those who are 
ready.” 


Israel's Olympic Future 


Is Full of Bright Promise

The boxing eoach met several 
Jewish athletes from the Soviet 
Union but he said they wouldn't 
admit being Jews. “I asked them 


if they spoke Yiddish or had 
lontsmen, but they barely 
nodded.” 


He could offer ro reason for 
this attitude inasmuch as the 
Russian athletes were free to 
move about and did not have 
their superiors with them at the 
time. 

Under Becker’s leadership, the 
U.S. boxing team took three guld 
medals at the Olympics, thus 
winning the champfonship for 
only the third time since the mod- 
ern games began in 1896. 

Among other American Jews 
who heid important Olympic 
posts were Pincus Soper of New 
York City, head manager of the 
track team; Charles Ornstein of 
Washington, director of food and 
housing; and Max J. Lovell of 
New York City, director of sup- 
plies and equipment.

NEW YORK (P-O) — Renewed 
outbreaks of anti-Semitic vandal- 
ism have occurred during the 
past week in Mineola, Long Is- 
land, and Williamsport, Pa. 

Swastikas were smeared in red 
paint on the doors of the Ohev 
Sholom Synagogue on Cerry st., 
in Williamsport. Police arrested 
three youths, 16 years of age who 
reportedly confessed the smear- 
ing and implicated a fourth boy. 
The youths will be arraigned in 
Juvenile Court. 

Two swastikas were engraved 
on the glass door of the Mineola 
Courthouse, apparently with a 
glass-cutting diamond. Each of 
the Nazi symbols was 15 inches 
high. The office of the County 
District Attorney is located in 
the courthouse. The doors will 
have to be removed and new 
ones installed since there is no 
way to remove the vandals’ hand- 
iwork from the glass. 

In Williamsport, the hoodlums 
who desecrated the synagogue, 
were also apparently the ones 
who defaced tombstones in West 
Wildwood Cemetery and Mound 
Cemetery. Williamsport Police 
Chief John G. Good said that 
the same kind of red paint was 
found en the headstenes in West 
Wildweed Cemetery and on the 
coors ef the Ohev Shelom Syna-

The vandals broke a costiy 
marble vase at the Mound cem- 
etery and strewed numerous 
smashed flower containers over 
the desecrated graves. 

Police Chief Good said the boys 
who admitted to the synagogue 
defacement denied any implica- 
tion in the outbreaks of ceme- 
tery vandalism. 

Mayor Thomas H. Levering of 
Williamsport issued a statement 
deploring the desecration per- 
petrated upon the synagogue and 
asserted that it aroused the dis- 
gust and anger of every decent 
citizen of the city. 

The Council of Churches of 
Williamsport and vicinity ex- 
pressed its “deep and sincere 
regrets” to the Congregation 
Ohev Sholom and its spiritual 
leader, Rabbi Emanuel Kramer, 
over the incident.

The only two occasions 
when I came across ‘it, was the 
inverted kind of anti-Semitism 
practiced by Jews.” 





some mandatory by-laws which 
have come down to Israel as 
part of the Judicial status quo 
of the pre-State era The elec. 
tion of the fast Ceuncil in 1955 
was carried out in conformity 
with those laws. At that time 
Rabbi L A. Herzog was re-elected 
as Chief Rabbi, beating his up- 
ponent by a slim majority. The 
loser was Chief Rabbi of Tel 
Aviv, the 80-year-old Rabbi Y. 
M. Toledano. 

Supporters of Rabbi Toledano 
during that election campaign, 


accused the Ministry. of Reli- 
gious Affairs — then in the 
hands otf the Mizrachi — of in- 


fluencing the election resulis 
through its representativies on 
the Committee of Eight. Three 
years later the Mizrachi left ihe 
government coalition and Rabbi 
Toledano stepped into the of- 
fice of Minister of Religious Af- 
fairs. 

He was strongly supported by 
Prime Minister Ben-Gurion, who 
was determined to “teach” the 
religious parties a lesson, after 
they had left his government co- 
alition during a dispute over the 
question of “Who is a Jew?” 

With the death of Chief Rabi 
Herzog, and the expiration of 
the four year term of the Chief 
Rabbinate, a new election had 
to take place. Three candidates 
were named for the post of Ash- 
kenazi Chief Rabbi. 

They were: Rabbi J. B. Solo- 
veitchick of Boston, Mass. a 
world-renowned Rabbinic leader; 
Chief Rabbi of Tel Aviv I. A. 
Unterman and Chief Chaplain of 
the Israeli Army, Col. Shlome 
Goren. The latter, popular among 
the younger generation, has been 
endorsed by Prime Minister Ben- 
Gurion. He is, however, opposed 
by the Mizrachi. 

An attempt has been made by 
Ben-Gurion through his Ministry 
of Religious Affairs to pass regu- 
lations limiting the age of the 
Chief Rabbi to “under 70” and 
stipulating that he be a citizen 
of Israel. If these regulations 
should be accepted they would 
rule out the candidacy of Rabbi 
Unterman who is 74 and Rabbi 
Soloveitchik who is an American 
citizen. 

The election would thus be 
thrown into the lap of the 48- 
year-old sOldier-citizen Ranbi 
Goren. When Public opinion op- 
posed the regulations and Ben- 
Gurion had conferred with Rabbi 
Soloveitchik in Boston, the pro- 
posed regulations have been 
withdrawn. However, Rabbi Selo- 
veitchik refused to run for the 
office because of the “political 
mess” which he said had been 
stirred up during the contro- 
versy. 

Rabbi Goren who has never 
committed himself to a political 
party, is opposed by the Miz- 
rachi headed by Moshe Shapiro, 


Minister of the Interior. He is 
suported, however by the vet- 
eran independent Mizrachi 


leader, 84-year-old Rabbi Y. L. 
Maimon, former Minister of Re- 
ligions and other religious lead- 
ers headed by Hapoel Hamizrachj 
leader, Yitzchak Raphael. 

Simultaneously, in addition to 
the strife over the candidacy of 
Rabbi Goren another controversy 
has developed over the re-election 
of Chief Rabbi Nissim. 

The late Rabbi Toledano pro 


posed for the office of Chief 
Rabbi the young Sephardi 
scholar, Obadia Joseph, formerly 


of Egypt. Rabbi Nissim rushed 
for help to Moshe Shapiro’s Miz- 
rachi, with whom he was not too 





friendly in the past but found 
now a common foe — Rabbi 
Toledano. 

The Chief Rabbinate, through 
Rabbi Nissim, appointed its four 
members te the Committee of 
Fight, two Ashkenazi Rabbis and 
two Sephardi Rabbis. 

The Government, similarly ap- 
pointed its four members to ‘he 
Committee, However, before the 
first meeting of the Committee 
took place, Rabbi Nissim learned 
that one of the four people. he 
had appointed — Rabbi Amram 
Abu Rabia—had “betrayed” him 
and gone over to the enemy 


camp. With the Ministry for Re- 


ligious Affairs controling the ma- 
jority of the Committee’s mem- 
bership, Rabbi Nissim feared that 
his chances for re-election were 
slim Similarly, the Mizrachi 
realized that it could not stop the 
election of Rabbi Goren. Thus. 
Rabbi Nissim and the Mizrachi 
joined forces in an effort to pre- 
vent the elections from taking 
place. 

Rabbi Nissim ordered the resig- 
nation of his representatives 
from the Committee of Eight. 
Three quit. The fourth—Rabbi 


} elected. 





Abu Rabia—refused. The Com- 
mittee of Five then elected Ratybi 
Maimon as committee chairman 
and proceded with their task of 
appointing the members of the 
Electoral College. . 

The Mizrachi and Rabbi Nissim 
asked the Supreme Court to in- 
validate the actions of the re- 
duced Committee but the Court 
ruled it operational as long as it 
retained a quorum of five. Israel 
Law allows appeal to a brea:ier 
court of five justices in special 
cases, The Mizrachi and Nissim 
invoked this law but the five 
judges upheld the prior decision. 


The death of Rabbi Toledane 
it is generally conceded has 
changed the picture. Rabbi Nis- 
sim will no longer be interested 
in the postponing of the elec- 
tions, It is to be expected that 
the elections will take place 
shortly. Rabbi Goren will be 
elected to the Chief Rabbinate 
and Rabbi Nissim will be re- 


One thing is clear—the sooner 
the unholy “Holy War” comes te 
a standstill the better for re- 
ligion and the Rabbinate.

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State Battles for Supremacy Over Israel’s Political Parties 


By M. Z. FRANK 


It is easy to adopt the slogan 
that money from the UJA should 
not be given to political parties 
in Israel. It is much more 4diffi- 
cult to avoid the parties while 
handing out the assistance. There 
is a complicated situation in Is- 
rael which must first be under- 
stood. I suggest to Mssrs. Dewey 
Stone and Isadore Lubin that 
they appoint an impartial com- 
mittee of prominent American 
authorities to investigate ane 
bring in a report and recom- 
mendations. Meantime, I want 
to outline the background to the 
readers of this column: 

Take the current fight between 
Ben-Gurion and Pinhas Lavon, 
General Secretary of the Hista- 
druth. The scandal is about an 
alleged frame-up that Shimon 
Peres and others were supposed 
to have cooked up against Lavon 
five years 4go when he was Min- 
ister of Defense and forced his 
resignation. But behind this mili- 
tary story, shrouded in mystery, 
in an open fight which involves 
not only Lavon, Peres and Ben- 
Gurion. It is a fight for the su- 
premacy of the authority of the 
State as against the Labor Fed- 
eration, the Jewish Agency and 
the political parties. There is an 
alliance between 74-year-old Da- 
vid Ben-Gurion and men in their 
thirties and forties like Moshe 
Dayan (45) and Shimon Peres 
(40) against men in their sixties. 
The latter, stalwarts of the Old 
Guard and the Old Order, are 
opposed to the curtailment of the 
power of the parties and of the 
Histadruth and the abolition of 
the Jewish Agency. They claim 
it is not good for a country to 
have too strong a government. 

(Shimon Peres was Direcior 
General of the Ministry of De- 
fense until recently. Now, he is 





Deputy-Minister of Defense — 
B.G.’s right hand man; Moshe 
Dayan, now Minister of Agricul- 
ture, is the famous commander 
of the Sinai Campaign.) 


CHALLENGER BEN-GURION 

In 1949, when the State of Is- 
rael was still young and its Gov- 
ernment unsure of itself, tne 
Jewish Agency was headed by a 
strong leader with a large mass 
following — Abba Hillel Silver 
— who presented what seemed to 
Ben-Gurion, at the time, a for- 
midable challenge. So B.G. en- 
couraged Silver’s opponents in 
America to unseat him, The lead- 
ership of the Agency and the 
Zionists was taken over by Gold- 
mann and Locker until 1956 and 
by Goldmann alone in 1956. Un- 
der their leadership the Agency 
rivalry with the Government was 
more of a nuisance than a real 
challenge and Ben-Gurion con- 
tented himself with hurling pe- 
riodic insults a the Zionists. Now 
he is ready to take on the Hista- 
druth, It is not a question of 
destroying the power of organ- 
ized labor or of abolishing the 
Socialistic or welfare state na- 
ture of its activities and projects. 
It is a question of who should 
control the Labor Exchange and 
the Sick Fund — the Labor Fed- 
eration or the Government. La- 
von handed over the Labor Ex- 
change, but insists he would stop 
there. It promises to be a.birter 
fight . 

Several months ago, Ben-Guri- 
on threw down the gauntlet to 
Lavon when he said in a speech 
that “no sectional organization” 
— meaning the Labor Federa- 
tion — whatever its merits and 
achievements, ought to be per- 
mitted to vie with the State for 
authority. Lavon picked it up 
and said in a speech that the 
Labor Federation of Israel is not 





just a sectional organization, but 
is the “equal partner” of the 
State avthority in building the 
country. A few weeks later, 
Peres, in a debate at the Mapai 
center, inquired sarcastically 
whether there is such a thing as 
a distinct Histadruth medical sci- 
ence. What he meant was that 
the socialized medical service sys- 
tem (Kupat Holim) developed 
by the Histadruth ought to be 
taken over by the Government. 
It was shortly following Peres’ 
speech that Lavon suddenly ~un- 
earthed new evidence purport- 





ing to show that five years ago, 
Peres had framed him and forced 
his resignation from the Cabi- 
net. Ben-Gurion is still backing 
Peres. 

The role of the Jewish Agency, 
of the Labor Federation and of 
the political parties is peculiar 
to Israel. No other country has 
it. But in its general outlines, 
the struggle which a central] gov- 
ernment in any young State has 
to wage in. order. to establish its 
authority over bodies which ex- 
isted before the State — is uni- 
versal. Today, in every new state

in Africa, the Government has 
to contend with the tribal organ. 
izations which are older than the 
State. Congo, of course, js an 
extreme case, where the Govern. 
ment broke down before it 
started, but the same problem 
exists in Ghana, Guinea or Ni. 
geria, where the governments are 
competent enough to hold their 
own. During the early part of 
America’s history, there was a 
decade of chaos because the in. 
dividual states in the Union were 
so jealous of their sovereignty 
that the Federal Government 
could not exercise any rea] au- 
thority. The States were there 
before the Union, just as the 
tribes in Africa were there be. 
fore independence. In Israel the 
Zionist Agency and the Hista. 
druth — and the parties — were 
there before the State. 


COALITION RUNS AGENCY 

The Jewish Agency was — and 
still is — run by a Coalition of 
all Zionist parties. It is helping 
to build a country in behalf of 
the Jews of the world. The Hista- 
druth is run by a Coalition of 
several labor parties (with Hapai 
the strongest partner) sticking to 
more strictly local activities and 
tinged with a more pronounced 
Socialistic spirit. 

There is, to be sure, a good 
deal of overlapping and duplica- 
tion; there used to be, as be- 
tween the Agency and the Hista- 
druth; now it is between the 
Agency, the Histadruth and the 
Government. On top of that, in- 
dividual parties are duplicating 
the work of the Histadruth, the 
Agency and the Government. 
Thus, there is an Agency Depart- 
ment of Immigrant Absorption, 
a Histadruth Department of Im- 
migrant Absorption and a Mapai 
Department of Immigrant Ab- 
sorption that I know of. And so 
on. 

I used the word “coalition.” It 
implies that each partner in the 
coalition retains its entity, its 
“rights,” its separate activities. 
Officials are elected or appointed 
from each party in accordance 
with its numerical strength, Jobs 
are often created to make room 
for officials of parties which sre 
“entitled” to their share of the 
spoils. That makes for peaceful 
co-existence among rival parties, 
but it does not make for effi- 
ciency and economy. 


PARTIES PRECEDED STATE 

The parties were there long be 
fore the State. They built their 
own economies — villages,. fed- 
erations of farmers, banks, hous- 
ing projects, philanthropic and 
educational institutes — most of 
which are still, directly or in- 
directly, under party control, or, 
at best, under coalition control, 
which means that offices and 
budgets are apportioned accord- 
ing to the relative numerical 
strength of the parties. 

What can Mssrs. Dewey Stone 
and Isadore Lubin do in a situ 
ation like this? Take the case 
of agricultural youth villages — 
all o fthem fine, educational, con- 
structive philanthropic projects; 
Kfar Silver is run by {srael’s 
Republicans, the Genera] Zion 
ists; Alonei Yitzhak is run by ls 
tael’s Democrat-Liberal Paty, 
the Progressives; Ayanot is M@ 
pai, etc.,, ete. 

Shall the American Jews desy 
help to a worthy institution just 
yecause it is run by a party?

WASHINGTON (P-O) — Dr. 
Joseph Michael Lamm is the man 
responsible for the Nazi and Nazi 
Collaborators Law of Israel un- 
der which Eichmann will be tried 
early next year. 

A district judge in Haifa, Dr. 
Lamm is a vice-president of B'nai 
Brith, He was in Washington 
recently to attend a B’naj B'rith 
executive meeting. 

In an exclusive interview here 
at Binai Brith headquarters, he 
told The POST and OPINION 
that he considers the law both 
“just and justified.” However, 
he would prefer not to take part 
in the Eichmann trial. As one of 
Eichmann’s targets for elimina- 
tion, he admitted he might find 
it difficult to be objective. He is 
a survivor of Dachau concen- 
tration camp. 

Under the special Israel law 
which governs the Eichmann 
case, a finding of guilty makes 
the death sentence mandatory. 
Eichmann will be tried for a 
crime against the Jewish people. 
This is the only crime under Is- 
rael law for which death is the 
penalty. 

Dr. Lamm was a member of 
the legal committee of the Knes- 
set, Israel’s Parliament, ap- 
pointed to draft the Nazi crimes 
laws. He told The POST and 
OPINION that the position of the 
majority of the committee mem- 
bers was that both penalty and 
guilt should be decided by the 
courts in such cases. 





Mass Murderer 
of Tarnopol Wins 


New Trial Plea 


JERUSALEM (P-0)—“It was 
all right to shoot Jews if the 
order was given by one of Adolf 
Hitler’s generals.” 

So declared Paul Tomanek, 
murderous guard at the Tarno- 
pol concentration camp, when 
arraigned this week in court at 
Hagen, West Germany, te answer 
charges of slaughtering 123 Jews 
at Tarnopol between 1941 and 
1943. 

He is also charged as an ac- 
Complice in the murder of 2,000 
Jewish slave laborers, according 
to an article in the Israeli daily 
“Maariv”, 

Tomanek, 51, a welder, was 
Convicted of five killings in a 
1957 trial and sentenced to 15 
years in prison at hard labor. 


However, the Federal Supreme |’ 


Court reversed the conviction and 
ordered a new trial. 


In pleading not guilty to the 
charges, Tomanek said he and 
his associates received instruc- 
tions from the SS officers to 
liquidate all Jews unable to work 
and to shoot any Jews attempt- 
ing to escape. In addition, the SS 
instructed them to kill ten Jews 
for every one who succeeded in 
escaping. 

In another trial, at Munich, 
Karl Kapp, 62, ex-guard at the 
Dachau Concentration Camp, is 
charged with the murder of three 
Prisoners, He is also accused as 
&n accomplice in other killings. 
He denied the charges and said 
the worst he ever did to a prison- 
ef was to Slap his face, Among 
those appearing in Kapp’s de- 
“nse, is an ex-inmate of Dachau,

As a minority of one, Dr. Lamm 
opPosed this. “I did not believe 
that the punishment of such 
crimes should be left to the dis- 
cretion of the court,” he said. 
“I urged that the penalties be 
fixed by law. And for those 
found guilty of crimes against 
the Jewish people, I recom- 
mended the death penalty be 
mandatory.” 

His view was adopted unani- 
mously by the committee and 
voted into law by the Knesset. 

Dr. R. Servatius, the German 
lawyer who will defend Eich- 
mann, has indicated his inten- 
tion to challenge Israel's juris- 
diction over Eichmann and the 
validity of the Israel law. 

Justice Lamm said that the 
law satisfies all precepts of jus- 
tice. Certainly the punishment of 
the guilty is not more severe 
than the crime against the in- 
nocent, 

He noted that Israel’s Nazi 
and Nazi Collaborator Law is 
based on principles established 
by the Nuremberg trials of Nazi 
criminals. 





Dr. Lamm left Washington tor 
Paris to meet the Council of 
Jewish Material Claims Against 
Austria. Austria, to date, has re- 
fused to pay reparations to thuse 
Jews persecuted by its govern- 
ment under Hitler.

RUSSIAN BOMB. KILLED 
BORMANN LATEST RUMOR 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Martin 
Bormann, Adolf Hitler’s private 
secretary, and evil genius of the 
Nazi regime, was killed by a 
Russian bomb in Berlin and bur- 


ied in an unidentified grave near 
the Hitler bunker, according to 
an Evangelist priest — Martin 
Prois—who swore to the accur- 
acy of this story before the West 
German Attorney-General in 
Bonn last week. 


According to an article in the 
Jewish Daily Forward here, 
Prois said Bormann was one of 
a detail of German soldiers who 





set out to blow up a Russian com- 
mand post in the Reich capital. 


Bormann was dressed in the 
uniform of a German private. 
The detachment came under 
hc vy Russian fire and they took 
cover behind a tank. A Russian 
bomb blew up the tank and 
killed Bormann, Prois said he 
got the story from a young Ger- 
man lieutenant whom he met in 
Soviet prison. 


The lieutenant, said Prois, was 
one of those who carried Bor- 
mann’s body to a shelter from 
which it was buried in an un- 
identified grave.

Thus spoke Louis Dembitz Brandeis 
who sat in the seats of the mighty when 
America needed a dozen Solomons. For tn 
the years of crisis, when this.country was 
fighting its way out of a great depression, 
his philosophical point of view as ex- 
pressed from the Supreme Court bench 
helped to guide us to a rebirth of con- 
fidence and prosperity. 


Louis Brandeis was born in Louisville, 
Kentucky in 1856, to parents who had 
fled from Bohemia during the revolution 
of 1848. After a distinguished law career 


he was appointed to the Supreme Court 
by President Woodrow Wilson in 1916. 


Here, for the next twenty-three years, - 


he performed in a manner which will en- 
shrine his name forever with America’s 
great Justices. He was a man for the times. 
For he, better than many of his contem- 
poraries, recognized the fact that a chang- 
ing country needed—indeed, must have 
—new laws to fit the changing times. 


It is to the eternal credit of Louis 
Brandeis that he, with Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes beside him, always 
insisted that the Supreme Court must 
not shackle with dogmas of the past, the 
legislative efforts to meet the public needs.

avon Affair Now Threatens 
To Tonple Israel Government 


JERUSALEM (P-O)—New de- 
velopments in a case which be- 
gan with an ex-member of the 
Israeli Cabinet trying to clear 
his name, have mushroomed to 
the poapt where they may bring 
about the fall of the present Is- 
raeli Government. 

Five years ago, Pinhas Lavon, 
Defense Minister, quit his post 
after charging that one army 
department carried out a series 
of secret operations of which he 
had been kept in ignorance. 

Charges were levelled against 
him that he knew of the opera- 
tions and had engineered the de- 
cisions formulating them, with- 
out consulting the Cabinet as he 
should have done. 

Subsequent investigation  re- 
sulted in a statement by Attorney 
General Gideon Hausner that an 
officer in the reserves gave false 
evidence before the Olshan Com- 
mittee tending to show that La- 
von was guilty as charged. 

Premier Ben-Gurion, after pre- 
senting Hausner’s disclosures to 
the Cabinet, reportedly asked 
that body to block any further 
investigation of the affair by the 
Foreign Affairs and Security 
Committee of the Knesset. The 
Cabinet refused to go along with 
his request and now it looks as 
if the “fat will be in the fire.” 

Reports persist that Ben-Gur- 
ion has threatened to resign un- 
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less the Lavon matter is dropped 
forthwith. 

Moshe Dayan, Minister of Ag- 
riculture, was quoted by the Jew- 
ish Observer and Middle East 
Review as saying that “a num- 
ber of different issues are in- 
volved in the Lavon affair. They 
are involved, interconnected and 
entangled—forgery, an inquiry 
committee, the relations between 
the Defense Minister and his sub- 
ordinates. We should, as far as 
possible, try to differentiate be- 
tween these issues so that each 
of us is able to demand what is

JERUSALEM (P-O) — Rabbi 
Jerome Unger, a native New 
Yorker, has been engaged for a 
two year period as spiritual di- 
rector of the Chugim Leyahadut 
Mitkadamet in Jerusalem.

eral or only in certain particu- 
lars. 

“While these considerations 
are undoubtedly relevant in es- 
tablishing whether or not he was 
the victim of forgeries, they seem 
to have little bearing on his cap- 
abilities as Minister of Defense.” 

Lavon has indicated he does not 
seek reinstatement as Defense 
Minister, 





Rabbi Raps 
Ban on God 
In Schools 


NEW YORK (P-O) — The 
founding fathers of the American 
nation never intended “to estab- 
lish an iron curtain of atheism 
around the public schools of this 
country” declared Rabbi Dr. Zev 
Zahavy of the Congregation Zich- 
ron Ephraim, 163 E. 67th St., in 
criticizing Jewish groups which 
have urged a ban on any men- 
tion of God in public schools. 


Conceding that these groups 
were afraid religious taching in 
public schools might be an open- 
ing wedge for a violation of the 
precept of church-state separa- 


tion, Rabbi Zahavy said _ the 
American Constitution provides 
sufficient guarantees for the 


preservation of this principle. 


“Members orf the Jewish clergy 
fighting for the prevention of 
mentioning God in the public 
schools,” asserted Rabbi Zahavy, 
“contradict the very nature of 
their clerical identification. God 
cannot and dare not be excluded 
from any phase of human exist- 
ence.”

They only 
had one week’s advance notice 
of the rigorous curriculum be- 
fore the school season opened. 


The Government’s idea _ is 
quickly apparent. It wants to 
teach a maximum number of 
children with a minimum of fa- 
cilities and at the lowest pos- 
sible cost to, the national ex- 
chequer. 


The Government will increase 
the “Arabisation” of teaching in 
primary schools operated by the 
State so that a minimum of 70 
per cent of instruction at Alli- 
ance schools was in French. The 
Alliance has been assured that 


Hebrew will continue to be 
taught in nationalized Jewish 
schools. 

The Left-Wing opposition 


paper “Avant-Garde” challenged 
the new policy with the 
charge that the Government in-

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Temple Staff Must Focus On Individual Service To Young And Old 


By MYRON SCHOEN 

This week we conciude a three 
part presentation of a paper de- 
livered by the late Henry Gold- 
stein (Executive Director of the 
North Shore Congregation) to 
the 9th Biennial Conference of 
the National Association of Tem- 
ple Administrators (an affiliate 
of the U.A.HLC.) on “The Older 
Generation and the New.” In this 
section he brings into sharp focus 
the fact that the composition, as 
well as the age groupings of the 
American Jewish community, are 
changing. 

“Both the older generation and 
the new, have one thing in com- 
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mon. They both want to be want- 
ed. They want to feel that they 
have a loyalty to an institution, 
and that through their contribu- 
tions, Judaism will prosper and 
grow and become more meaning: 
ful. The youth activities must 
have a direction and purpose. 
The older generation must feel 
that it is still able to serve. Each 
individual, even though a mem- 
ber of a group, must feel that 
he is part of an entify.~Even 
though a temple staff may be 
short-handed, and sometimes ill- 
equipped to handle specific tasks, 
the individual must. be served. 
European background or native 
American born, the approach 
must be individualized, yet made 
part of the cohesive synagogue 
body. 

“These are just a review of 
the sociological and psychological 
problems facing the American 
synagogue and the American 
rabbis and educators in provid- 
ing the tools and the attractions 
for a meaningful and loyal Jew- 
ish community. 

ACCORDING TO THE 1959 
American Jewish Year Book, 
there are on the American scene 
the following: 

1,132,000 Jews under age 14 

or 22.6% 
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350,000 Jews ages 14 to 19 
or 7% 

233,000 Jews ages 20 to 24 
or 4.7% 

660,000 Jews ages 25 to 34 
er 13.2% 

729,000 Jews ages 35 to 44 
or 14.6% 

1,393,000 Jews ages 45 to 64 

or 27.8% 

503,000 Jews ages 65 and 
over—10.1% 

This represents about 1,350,000 
family units, and it is estimated 
that the native-born in this en- 
tire group varies from 70% to 
80%. 

According to the estimates of 
the leadership of the three Jew- 
ish religious trends in the United 
States, the approximately 4,600 
Jewish congregations are divided 
as follows (1958 estimates): 

3,000 Orthodox serving 

3,000,000 people 

650 Conservative serving 
1,000,000 people 

548 Reform congregations 
serving 1,000,000 people 

These figures, from the usu- 
ally authoritative book, World 
Jewry Today, edited by Simon 
Federbush, and also repeated in 
the 1959 World Almanac, do not 
account for any non-affiliated 
Jews among the slightly more 
than 5,000,000 Jews. Whatever 
the umber of affiliated Jews, 
they contributed over $100,000,- 
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000 for new synagogue buildings 
in the last ten years. 

THERE ARE three basic ques- 
tions to be considered by a syn- 
agogue before launching a proj- 
ect particularly one involving the 
aging. First, is there an estab- 
lished need in your community 
as weil as your synagogue? Sec- 
ond, can your particular syna- 
gogue fill that need and third, 
does your synagogué’s contem- 
plated program satisfy the need? 

The Synagogue Council of 
America, in preparation for the 
1961 White House Conference on 
Aging, has asked its constituent 
organizations to give thought to 
the following questions: 

1. The role of the congregation 
in the lives of the older peo- 
ple? 

2. The place of the aged in the 
life of the congregation? 

3. Spiritual growth of the 
aged? 

4. The role of the congregation 





in shaping concepts of older 
people in relation to family 
and community? 

5: The role of the congregation 
in forming attitudes and de- 
veloping services for the 
aged? 

6. The role of religion in the 


lives of older people living . 


in institutions? 

With the problem on our very 
doorstep in the urban areas, and 
with the certainty that the young. 
er suburban congregations will 
soon have to face the problem 
of an aging congregation, isn’t 
it time for the synagogue board 
to ponder these questions? Let's 
not wait until we are in a crisis 
situation. Advance planning will 
make it possible for Judaism and 
the synagogue to make a major 
contributjon to the lives of hun. 
dreds of thousands of people. It 
is an opportunity for the syna- 
gogue, as an institution, to rend- 
er a real Mitzvah.

The union charges the 
federation with a refusal to bar- 
gain in good faith, threatening 
job loss and other unfair labor 
practices. 

Negotiations between labor and 
management have been going on 
for the last 10 months. Ann Hol- 
lingsworth, Local 29 business 
agent said the strike was prov- 
ing highly successful. 

“Our community support,” she 
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—A| said, 


“has been excellent. Many 
groups such as B’nai B’rith and 
Hadassah, scheduled to use fed- 
eration facilities for meetings, 
have arrived to discover our 
picket lines and have promptly 
moved to hold their meetings 
elsewhere.”

HAIFA — Foreign investments 
in Israel — real, honest-to-good- 
investments, as contrasted 
with contributions, reparations, 
or even purchases of Israel 
ponds — are this year running 
about three ' 
times ahead of 
Jast year! 

There appear 
to be two ma- 

rreasons. 
One lies in the 
fact that Israel 
jsenjoying 
poth political 
and economic 
stability. In- Carl 
dustry is thriving. Many earlier 
investments are paying off hand- 
somely. The value of the Israel 
Pound on the free market has 
peen slowly rising. These are 
conditions which warrant confi- 
dence. 

The second reason is a result 
of conditions elsewhere. The 
eruptions in the Congo have 
served aS a warning to many 
Jews that Africa may not, for a 
long time to come, be a Safe 
haven for investment. And the 
events in Cuba have caused many 
to fear that Castro’s influence 
may possibly spread to othier 
weak Latin American countries. 
It appears that a considerable 
amount of capital which once 
went into these countries is now 
being diverted, at least in part, 
to Israel. 

Investments may take one of 
two forms: the big-scale project, 
which sets up an operating com- 
pany, and proceeds to develop a 
specific industrial undertak:ng, 
usually: from scratch; and the 
modest investment, made by pur- 
chase of shares in-new or exist- 
ing enterprises. 

The Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry is prepared to advise 
investors who are looking for 
ideas. I don’t intend to compete 
with the Ministry. Neither can 
I qualify as an investment ex- 
pert, but as I see the situation 
from my perspective, there are 
half a dozen tempting possibil 
ities. If I were sitting in Toronto 
or Chicago or Johannesburg, with 
ide capital, I would consider one 
of the following. 

REAL ESTATE. Neither resi- 
dential nor commercial proper- 
ties have enjoyed any kind of 
market. The idea of buying land 
as an investment is almost alien 
to the spirit of a country where 
the Jewish National Fund is such 
a large land holder. 

Yet the growth of the popula- 
tion and the expansion of indus- 
tty inevitably is creating a de- 
mand for choice lots. Here on 
Mount Carmel] the building boom 
has sent the price of well-located 
plots up sky-high. Wish I had 
been abe to buy a few plots 10 
years ago. 

HOTEL BUSINESS. There is 
every indication that the tourist 
trade will multiply from year to 
year, The country has almost 
Teached the saturation point in 
Plans for luxury-class hotels, and 
What is lacking are hostelries at 
Modest rates. It is not enough to 
build these; they must also be 
operated at low cost if they are 
to make a profit. But the coun- 
ty needs such hotels badly. 

CITRUS GROVES. Officially 
nobody is going out of his way 
‘© encourage planting of more 
g0ves; there is a fear of over- 
Production, but citrus is still one 
f the best investments in the 
Country. The marketing syndi- 
tale is | hedded: by \donbervatives 








who have been carefully promot- 
ing and developing the overseas 
markets for Israel’s oranges. 
TEXTILE INDUSTRY. Half a 
dozen years ago, Israel] imported 
all its raw cotton. This year prac- 
tically 100 per cent of the re- 
quirements of the loca) textile in- 
dustry will be met from our own 
cotton fields, truly an amazing 
development. Both the domestic 
market and overseas markets 
seem to beckon, ahd a consider- 
able amount of wise money is 
being put into new textile plants.

Hate Experts 
Are Aided By 
Centle Folk

OMAHA, Neb. (P-O) — The 
“gentle people of prejudice” who 
look the other way, are just as 
responsible as the hateful crank 
for today’s intolerance, Oscar 
Cohen, national program director 
of the Anti-Defamation League 
of B’nai Brith, told a five-state 
regional meeting of the league. 

“Prejudice is no longer fashion- 
able or acceptable,” Cohen said, 
“but, even so, prejudice remains 
with us.” 

The real danger, he said, comes 
from those “gentle people of 
prejudice, the bystanders who 
conform and allow cranks an un- 
opposed soap box oratorio of 
hate.” 

“Our job,” Cohen continued, 
“is to prick the .conscience of 
the nation. We cannot attack the 
Problem by indifference. We 
must speak up and not let the 
situation drift aimlessly.” 

A number of resolutions was 
unanimously passed by the re- 
gional league meeting, including: 
Implementation of “employment 
practices based solely on the mer- 
its of the individual in matters 
of hiring and up-grading . . 
without discrimination; a fair 
campaign practices declaration 
that all candidates “repudiate 
statements. raising questions of 
race and religion . . . and insist 
that their supporters follow the 
same practices.” 

Stanley A. Morantz of Kan- 
sas City was re-elected chair- 
man of the league's plains states 
regional advisory board.

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MR. NIXON MAY SPEAK OUT 


We have an idea that Vice President Nixon, although 
outwardly supporting President E:senhower in his befud- 
died Middle East policies, must see more clearly that U.S. 
interests are hardly being advanced by this refusal to take 
a position and constant vacillation. 

The point now is the evident U.S. backing of Egypt 
for a seat in the Security Council. 

THAT THIS iS the worst kind of policy in the middle 
east has been made so apparent that it is difficult to see 
the U.S. State Department still appeasing, and then coming 
up with more appeasement on top of appeasement, in the 
hopes that by ducking the issue nothing will happen. 

Only the ostrich employs this device, and this bird 
hardly is considered the most intelligent in the animal 
kingdom. 

Mr. Nixon seems to know whai ails the middle eastern 
foreign policy of our present administration, and we have 
a sneaking suspicion that he would cast his side with the 
democratic :ninorities in the middle east rather than sup- 
port the feudal lords who are anachronisms. 

OSRAEL BY AIDING the fledgling African nations 
has made a mockery of Nasser’s charges that Israel seeks 
War. 

It must be clear to Nixon that if Israel were to begin 
tnaking warlike motions like Nasser that she. could get 
whatever she wants from the west. But this.cannot be 
Israel’s position, and therefore Nasser continues to prod 
from both the east and the west whatever he wants. 

If Nixon wants to estabiish himself as a man of stature, 
then he would be wise to speak out in no uncertain terms. 

U. S. foreign policy in the middle east should not be 
determined by blackmail. This only leads to disaster. 

WHEN EISENHOWER made the promise in 1956 that 
he would demand with all vigor that Israel be allowed to 


send her ships through the Suez Canal, he meant it, and - 


Israel believed he meant it. We believe that. Nasser thought 
he meant it. 

Yet with the Canal closed to Israel ships, the U. S. 
administration even falters when Dag Hammarskjold taunts 
it to do something. 

Nasser will move to create war conditions in the 
Middle East to suit his own purposes, as long as he knows 
that he has the United States buffaloed. 

Maybe Mr. Nixon will speak out firmly soon. 


UNWORTHY ASPERSIONS 


There are all shades of political views represented 
among readers of The POST and OPINION, and we are 
assured that our readers, intelligent as they are, will-go 
to the polls and vote for either Kennedy or Nixon on 
issues only. We say this recognizing the involvements be- 
cause one of the candidates is Catholic. 

The continued attempt to blacken Sen. Kennedy: be- 
ccuse of views allegedly held by his father, are unworthy.

The conference wisely is not being held at the same 
time as the annual UJA conference, which is in December. 
The young people know they aren’t coming to vote on 
any issues. Even the press release is modest. It says: “It 
(the conference) will be the first step in a United Jewish 
Appeal program to solidify and augment leadership par- 
ticipation on a national level from among the young com- 


munity leaders.” 

From whatever viewpoint one approaches this new 
project, one must approve. It will bring together our young 
leadership material for indoctrination not only into the 
world-wide services of the United Jewish Appeal, but also 
they will learn more about the machinery which their 
parents set up to provide these services. 
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IT IS CLEAR that we're slipping. 

Here there was a testimonial dinner for 
Col. Harry Henshel on his 70th birthday, and 
we weren’t invited. 

Harry at 70 (we don’t believe it) is what 
you and I were like at forty, only Harry is 
more vital and peppery. 

The testimonial was tendered by the New 
York City Council of the Jewish Welfare Board, 
and a caption on th» picture in the JWB Circle, 
which told me about the affair, read: “Birth- 
day Presents in Reverse”. For Harry gave 70 
brand new basketballs to 70 Jewish Commu- 
nity Centers in honor of his birthday. 

Harry’s interest in Jewish sports has 
reached to Israel, where Harry is participating 
with his American Committee for Sports in 
Israel in the development of Israel sports along 
Ainerican lines. 

Harry also serves amateur sports in the 
U. S.,: being a member of the Olympic Com- 
mittee. Harry did a job for Israel in its War 
of Liberation, but that’s Harry—you just can't 
beat him, and where there’s work to do—you 
know: who they call on.

organization as contrasted to the Jerusalem 
section of the Jewish Agency, to restore funds 
to welfare. projects of Israel political parties. 

We long ago took the position that our 
prerogative of publishing what we considered 
were valid news and editorial opinions would 
not be circumscribed by what use might be 
made of them by people whose aims were 
different from ours. This decision was made 
in the face of the inany reprintings from The 
POST and OPINION by anti-Semitic groups, 
who are continually using excerpts from our 
paper, practically always taken out of context, 
for their own nefarious ends. We just don’t 
know how else we could procede. 

THE THEME OF both M. Z.’s column and 
our own editorial was the failure of the lead- 
ership to permit the U. S. Jewish community 
to have a voice in decisions affecting it. We 
believe that even those who disagree with 
many other editorial positions of The P-O, will 
agree with the corrections of our views in 
this connection.

is very little, if any, proper consideration by 
the U. S. Jewish community of the decisions 
it thinks it is making for itself, but which are 
actually being made for it.

We must not fail to think of Brandeis 
University in terms of great contributions to 
the field of Jewish scholarship, not -in the 
sense of Jews who become leaders in various 
fields of scholarly endeavor, but in terms of 
research and scholarship in Jewish history, 
learning and religion.

The name Philip 
Lown is well-known to our readers as a presi- 
dent of the American Association for Jewish 
Education, a staunch supporter of all Israel 
projects, and a leader in United Jewish Appeal 
fund raising. In New England he ranks as a 
top Jewish worker. He is not as well-known 


‘throughout the U. S. Jewish community, but’ 


his name is most appropriate on this Brandeis 


‘institute which will in time become an im- 


portant base of Jewish knowledge if not-of 
the world, then most certainly.of the western 
hemisphere. 

This paper has sought to be fair to Bran. . 
deis U., a school which it began to call for 
editorially long before almost any other living 
voice today. The POST and OPINION has cri- 
ticized Brandeis for its attitude towards the 
Sabbath in regard to athletic contests on that 
day, and its obesiance to the non-Jews in many 
day, and its obeisance to the non-Jews in many 
the trees, and the forest here is one of the 
grand developments of the Jewish community. 

AS AN INSITUTION in the field of learn- 
ing, we know that Brandeis recognizes the 
value of criticism, especially the positive kind. 

If Brandeis today already ranks with top 
schools of higher learning in the U. S., after 
just a few short years, think of the kind of 
institution it will be 25 and 50 and 100 and 
200 years hence. The value of such a Jewish- 
sponsored school to the general stream of 
higher education in the U. S. in all its various 
facets cannot be measured by any standard. 
Our little area of concern is more with the 
value of this kind of school to the Jewish 
community of the United States, and this is 
where the development of Brandeis as a great 
school for Jewish studies should not go un 
noted.

Sincere Friend of Israel

My attention has been called 
to a letter recently published in 
The National Jewish POST and 
OPINION in which criticism is 
jeveled at Ambassador Henry Ca- 
pot Lodge for an alleged lack of 
sympathy toward Israel. The 
facts are wholly to the contrary. 

Our Jewish brethren, both at 
home and in Israel, do not have 
, more staunch friend than 
Henry Cabot Lodge. 

When the Zionist Organization 
of America opened its four-day 
national convention on July 1, 
1947, in New York, it released 
statements by a group of four 
Senators urging prompt action 
on the Palestine issue by the 
United Nations. One of these 
Senators was Henry Cabot Lodge 
who, in his statement, expressed 
sympathy with Zionist objectives 
of establishing a Jewish Nation- 
al Home. 

On June 8, 1948, Senators 
Lodge and Saltonstall introduced 
into the Congressional Record a 
petition urging the lifting of the 
embargo on the shipment of 
arms to Palestine. 

You will remember that Sena- 
tor Lodge was chairman of the 
platform committee at the 1948 
Republican national convention. 
That platform, prepared under 
his direct guidance and adopted 
June 23, 1948, in Philadelpnia, 
Pa, welcomed Israel into the 
family of nations and stated: 
“,. Subject to the letter and 
spirit of the United Nations 
Charter, we pledge fo Israel full 
recognition, and with its bound- 
aries as Sanctioned by the United 
Nations and aid in developing its 
economy.” 

Later that same year, Senator 
Lodge vigorously protested, in 
letters dated Sept. 22 and Sept. 
30, to Kenneth C. Royall, Secre- 
tary of the Army, against the 
reduction to a term of four years 
of the life-imprisonment sentence 
given Ilse Koch, so-called Queen 
of Buchenwald. 

Senator Lodge was one of the 
platform speakers on the occa- 





sion of the first anniversary cel- 
ebration of the Declaration of 
the State of Israel, held in Car- 
negie Hall, New York City, on 
May 4, 1949. In introducing the 
Senator, Rabbi Abba Hillel Sil- 
ver stated: 

“, . . Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr. was a man to whom 
we turned from time to time 
when we needed guidance, pojiti- 
cal help in government. His 
name is now being written large 
in the annals of the American 
Zionist Movement, alongside of 
his distinguished grandfather.” 

Senator Lodge’s vigorously ap- 
plauded speech concluded with 
the words: 

“, .. all people . .. will hail 
the Jewish achievements as an 
inspiration and as an example 
of all of faltering humanity.’ 

When Henry Cabot Lodge was 
General Eisenhower’s campaign 
manager in the 1952 election, an 
article by Leigh White in the 
Saturday Evening Post of May 
31, 1952, entitled, “He Runs the 
Show for Ike,” summed up the 
high favor in which Henry Ca- 
bot Lodge was held by American 
and Israeli Jews: 

“Senator Lodge has also gone 
out of his way to ingratiate him- 
self with the Jewish voters of 
Massachusetts. He was one of 
the first Senators to employ a 
Jewish administrative assistant, 
and his services to the cause of 
Israel have been such that a 
grove of trees was recently 
Planted there in his honor.” 

Ambassador Lodge’s strong 
stand in favor of civil rights and 
against religious and other forms 
of discrimination in employment, 
housing, education, and in the 
Armed Forces is widely known. 
As a leader of the liberal wing 
of the Republican Party, he has 
consistently urged a dynamic 
civil rights program.

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Fear Stalks Nazis in Argentina 
As They Belch Tousts to Adolf 


BUENOS AIRES (P-O) — 
guttural accents of ex- pe 
stormtroopers, parchutists and 
concentration camp gauleiters 
belching toasts to Hitler and 
“Der Vaterland” in Buenos Aires 
cafes and beer-gardens are edged 
increasingly these days with a 
new embroidery of fear, 


While the Aryan “supermen” 
recall “good times” of the Nazi 
regime and hoist their voices in 
“Deutschland Uber Alles” and 
the Nazi “Horst Wessel” chant, 
they keep one eye peeled over 
the shoulder for that possible 
hand of retribution which might 
snatch them, as it snatched Adolf 
Eichmann, from the illusion of 
security. 

There is always the shadow 
where an Israeli agent might be 
lurking. There is always the Jew- 
ish hand which didn't perish in 
the gas chambers at Dachau or 
Auschwitz. There is always the 
Jewish eye which was not gouged 
out by a Nazi boot. 


These agents. These hands. 
These eyes might one day spell 
doom for the Fascist fugitives 
who are living here on borrowed 
time since they fled to the Ar- 
gentine as the dubious guests of 
the late dictator — Peron. 


While the beer bubbles rico- 
chet against the sides of sweaty 
glasses and the rolls of German 
fat or stormtroop muscles quiver 
under the melodic impact of song 
and verse dedicated to their dead 
Fuehrer and the dead ideals for 
which he stood, the ex-Nazis re- 
member Martin Bormann’s “dou- 
ble” seized upon the streets of 
Argentina, They remember other 
ex-Nazis seized in other parts 
of the world and spirited away 
by mystery hands to stand trial 
before austere tribunals for 
_Crimes against mankind. 


As if aware of the imminence 
of doom, they argue that their 
“ideals” won’t die with them but 
will survive in their children. 
They are sure the Nazi monster 
that perished with Hitler will 
rise again to stomp the world 
with hate and murder and evil. 

They are a strange, twisted, 
shuddering, gibbering mass, 
these ex-Nazis swilling hope and 
fear simultaneously in the beer 
cellars. Their numbers include 
Dr. Joseph Mengeles who pro- 
moted the Auschwitz murders 
and performed vicious experi- 
ments on Nazi captives. Rumors 
perist that Martin Bormann, Hit- 
ler’s right hand evil genius, still 
lives here and used to frequent 
the A.B.Z. restaurant in Buenos 
Aires where he never removed a 
black handkerchief from his 
vight hand in order not to dis- 
close the artificial hand beneath. 

Did the frightened Nazis use 
the Bormann “double” as a de- 
coy to see just how the present 
Argentine government stood on 
the matter of Nazi criminals? 

Did they dig up the man who 
looked like Bormann and set him 
loose on the streets of today’s 
Argentina to see if he would be 
picked up, knowing how easily 
he could prove he was NOT Bor- 
mann?

JERUSALEM (P-O) —The 
niece of Henry Cabot Lodge, the 
Republican candidate for Vice- 
President of the United States, 
will convert to Judaism and set- 
tle in Israel, according to Saul 
Ben-Chaim, writing in the Israel 
daily “Maariv.” 


Dolores Ann Baker, 25, who is 
called “Deborah” in Israel, is a 
young lady with a mind of her 
own. Although her uncle is one 
of the top leaders of the Republi- 
can Party in America, she kas 
always prided herself on being a 
Democrat. 


During her present visit to Is- 
rael she and a companion strayed 
across the Jordanian frontier 
and were promptly seized by 
guards who accused them of 
spying for Israel. The pair were 
locked in a filthy prison, given 
inedible food and queried for end- 
less hours on supposed “military 
concentrations in the Kibbutz.” 


After nine days of imprison- 
ment during which, she said, the 
American Consul in Jordan 
berated her and upheld her Arab 
tormentors, she was returned to 
Israel and rejoined friends at 
the Givat-Chaim Kibbutz where 
she is attending an Ulpan to 
undergo an_ intensive’ study 
course in Hebrew. 


In deciding to convert to Juda- 
ism and live in Israel, Deborah 
did not consult with her mother 
who lives in Cleveland, nor with 
her famous uncle, the former 
United States delegate to the 
United Nations. 


While still in Cleveland, 
Deborah attended a Hebrew 
Ulpan at nights while working as 
a clerk in a big advertising office. 
From members of the Cleveland 
Jewish community she learned 
much about Israel and Zionism 
and hungered to learn more. 

This brought her naturally 
enough to Israel where she 
stepped ashore in Haifa harbor 
last June 27. She went straight 
to the offices of the Jewish 
Agency and asked where she 
could find a good Ulpan. She was 
directed to Givat-Chaim in the 
Sharon plain where the students 
are from Anglo-Saxon countries. 


Deborah looks on the green 
cottages of the Ulpan which 
harmonize with the colors of the 


landscape, and she is content. At 
the Kibbutz, one day, she cleaned 
out chicken coops. Next day she 
worked in the citrus groves. The 
work is tough and she likes it. 


Next, she wants to go to a 
Kibbutz in the Negev where life 





is even tougher. But there, she 
feels, the young workers are blaz- 
ing new pathways into Israel’s 
future and she wants to be a part 
of that adventure.

Florida Bigot Hurls Abuse 
At Jewish Congress Member

MIAMI, Fla. (P-O) —A man 
running for office has been at- 
tacked because he is a member 
of the American Jewish Con- 
gress, 

He is Jack Gordon, Democratic 
candidate for the School Board, 
whose opponent launched a vit- 
riolic campaign of abuse against 
him highlighted by bigotry and 
slander. 

Republican candidate Arthur 
Atkinson was deluging the area 
with bigoted leaflets which em- 
phasized that “members of Gor- 
don’s own family, his brother 
and sister-inlaw (Philip and 
Thalia Stern) are in the small 
group which has brought a law- 
suit to remove from the public 
schools Bible Reading .. -’ 

The pamphlet further stated 
“that Gordon’s relatives, and two 
others are, baeked by the radical 
American Jewish Congress .. .” 

The leaflet, which pictured the 
Holy Bible and the American 
Flag on the first page, indicated 
that only by electing Atkinson 
could every parent and grand- 
parent “preserve Bible Reading 
in the Public Schools.” 

Gordon told The P-O that “I 
am concerned by such attacks 
because of two disturbing facts 
. » » Firstly, my opponent’s dis- 
honest literature was officially 
circulated by the Greater Miami 
Ministerial Association, an or- 





ganization of practically every 
white Protestant minister in 
Dade County, and was enclosed 


with an invitation to a Minister- 


ial Association meeting. 

“Secondly, the Ministerial As- 
sociation has not given me the 
courtesy to speak, or have a 
statement read at their meeting 
to answer this vicious propagan- 
da.” 

The Rev. Donald Mackay, and 
Donald Swanson executive direc- 
tors of the Greater Miami Minis- 
terial Assn. in the presence of 
this reporter, Rabbi Alfred Wax- 
man, and ADL director Nathan 
Perlmutter, said that at no time 
had the Association endorsed At- 
kinson’s campaign, and they were 
not responsible for the political 
enclosures. 

A board member of the Na- 
tional conference of Christians 
and Jews offered to pay for a 
full page advertisement in the 
daily papers if the Association 
chose to run an ad disassociat- 
ing itself from the political can- 
didate.
